The agreement would go 
no further: neglecting to men- 
tion whal would happen if the 
Geneva ıalks failed to produce 
adequate Soviet concessions. 

Mr David Steel. the Liberal 
leader, said last December that 
he was against the independent 
use of Polaris. that the submar- 
inedaunched system should be 
assigned to the control of Nato, 
and that the two parties would 
have to consider how long they 
would be willing to maintain 
finance for the submarines. 

But Dr Owen. tlhe Social 
Democrats’ defence spokesman, 
said in a speech in Bath last 
night: “Britain needs a mini- 
mum deterrent. That means 
retaining Polaris unless there 
have been deep cuts in sirategic 
weapons in the strategic arms 
limitation talks.” 

He the added: “It cannot be 
reiterated t00 strongly that 
extending Polaris to 1he end of 
the century and being ready if 
need be to put cruise missilcs 
into nuclear-powered submar- 
ines is a perfectly feasible way 
of maintaining a ' minimum 
deterrent for Britain”,

Developments in 
Shenzhen and Zhuhai have 
been rapid, Shantou, like its 
counterpart in nearby Xiamen 
(Amoy) in Fujian province, is 
less favourably located and 
development has been slower.

Here at last is a Fidelio that 
makes good, strong, simple 
sense, Jonathan Miller's pro- 
duction for Kent Opera, new 
last October, comes to London 
with the same cast and the same 
style of solid dramatic involve- 
ment.
